Would Update 
the County 
Governments 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Local Government Committee 
of the Arkansas Constitutional 
Revision Study Commission has 
emphasized in a report released 
Wednesday 
that 
the present 


structure of county government 
should be updated rather than 
completely revised. 


The committee recommended 


a stronger checks-and-balance 
system for counties and home 
rule for cities. It also recom- 
mended that a legislative body, 
limited to five or seven mem- 
bers, replace the quorum court, 
that the county judge be re- 
lieved of legislative and judicial 
functions and that the legisla- 
ture be allowed to establish 
optional forms of government 
for the counties. 


The cities currently have only 


the powers that the legislature 
and 
the 
Constitutions 
grant 


them. The committee recom- 
mended that it should be the 
right of a municipality to use 
any, powers not denied by the 
legislature, -the Constitution or 
its charter.

Fails to Join 
the Campaign 


RACH GIA, Vietnam (AP) - 


Chief 
of 
State 
Nguyen Van 


Thieu called off an appearance 
with the other presidential can- 
didates at the last minute today, 
continuing his boycott of the of- 
ficial campaign tour. 


Thieu's aides in Saigon said 


Wednesday night he would join 
the 10 civilian candidates today 
at Rach Gia, capital of Kien 
Glang Province next to Cambo- 
dia and an area where Viet 
Cong activities are rare. 


It was the eighth stop on the 


tour of the countryside that the 
civilian candidates are making." 
About 2,000 persons crowded 
into a movie house in the center 
of the fishing and farming com- 
munity. 


A representative of Thieu and 


his vice presidential running 
mate, Premier Nguyen Cao Ky, 
said the press of official busi- 
ness forced Thieu to cancel his 
plans to come to Rach Gia. 


The election law says the can- 


didates must campaign together 
or not campaign at all. Since 
Thieu and Kv have failed to join 
the other candidates 
in 
the 


Ky commanding large support 
11-stop swing through the prov- 
inces, their opponents accuse 
them of campaigning illegally 
on their own, Thieu and Ky 
claim their frequent trips out- 
side Saigon are "nonpolitical" 
and part of their official duties.

Whites Angry, 
Negro Riots 
Set Back Cause 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


cure to ills that sparked sum- 
mer riots In Negro slums lies in 
the 
nation's overwhelmingly 


white suburbs— but suburbanites 
aren't likely to help right now, 
says the new U.S. deputy attor- 
ney general. 


Warren M. Christopher, 41 


the Justice Department's No. 2 
man, 
said in an interview that 


white suburbanites may show 
their fear and anger over the 
Negro riots by blocking efforts 
to clear up big city problems. 


Although he predicted subur- 


banites eventually will "over- 
come fear and prejudice," he 
said their initial reaction to the 
riots will be to reject necessary 
closer ties with Negro inner 
city neighborhoods. Suburban- 
ites, he said, probably will re- 
ject pleas for more money need- 
ed for new schools, hospitals 
and transportation. 


Christopher, formerly a Los 


Angeles lawyer, was vice chair- 
man of a commission that inves- 
tigated 1965 rioting in thatcity's 
Watts section. He also was the 
top-ranking Justice Department 
official on the scene during last 
month's Detroit riots. 


Christopher conceded the riots 


may show some very short term 
benefits for 
those in Negro 


slums. 


But, 
he said, "the setbacks 


will far outnumber the steps 
taken to ameliorate the situa- 
tion thereafter. The fear in- 
stilled in the white community 
— the bitterness—is just incal- 
culable in terms of the harm it 
does."

He will 
begin his teaching duties with the 
opening of the fall term and will 
teach nine hours of classes- 
theatre production, voice and dic- 
tion and a freshman English 
course. Gilliam will also be in 
charge of the stage designing and 
lighting for the first dramatic 
production at Hendrix and wllldi- 
reel and do the technical work for 
the second production. 


Gilliam received his B.S.E. de- 


gree from Henderson State Tea- 
chers College in Arkadelphlaand 
his M.A. degree from the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas, where he at- 
tended graduate school as a grad- 
uate assistant in the department 
of speech and drama. He then re- 
turned to Henderson and taught 
for three years. He was award- 
ed a teaching fellowship by Ohio 
University in Athens to work on 
his Ph. D. degree. He spent two 
years there and has completed 
all requirements for his docto- 
rate except the dissertation. His 
degree, when completed, will be 
a Ph. D. In fine arts with a maj- 
or in theatre and art and a minor 
in literature.

Benefit Bill 
to Johnson 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill 


greatly Increasing a long list of 
benefits for veterans, including 
those who have served in Viet- 
nam, 
has been sent to President 


Johnson by the Senate. 


The bill's final provisions, 


said Sen. Russell 
B. Long, 


D-La., Its floor manager, go far 
beyond 
the 
administration's 


budget requests. But he said he 
is confident the President will 
sign it. 


The bill includes these main 


features: 


— Pension increases for two 


million veterans and their wid- 
ows amounting to 5.4 per cent 
for most recipients, with hikes 
up to 8.5 per cent to widows in 
the lowest income categories. 


— Vietnam veterans would re- 


ceive the same levels of benefits 
as veterans of other conflicts. 


— Educational allowances for 


veterans qualifying under the 
"Cold War" G. I. Bill would be 
raised and several categories of 
training would be added. 


Because of a delay in bringing 


up the bill, the soonest It could 
go into effect is Oct. 1. Sen. 
George D. Aiken, R-Vt., said he 
believes the delay was caused 
by the administration's desire to 
save some $25 million, about the 
cost of one month's benefits. 


Under the bill veterans can 


complete their high school edu- 
cation at the full benefit rate. It 
also 
would bring on-the-job, 


on-the-farm and flight training 
under the law for the first time.

Cigarette 
Probers Turn 
to New Filter

WASHINGTON (AP) - Inves* 


tlgatlng senators seeking a saf- 
er cigarette turned today to a 
new filter claimed by Its spon- 
sors to be far more effective 
than those now on the market, 


A Senate Commerce subcom* 


mlttee already has been advised 
that cigarette filters apparently 
reduce the rate of fatal lung 
cancer among smokers. 


But they also have been told 


by cancer scientists that some 
of the filters now in use are inef- 
fective, even worthless. 


Inventor Robert L. Strlckman 


said he couldn't even get Into 
the offices of major U.S. tobac- 
co companies when he tried to 
sell his new filter. So, Strick- 
man said, he gave a 
half- 


Interest to Columbia University. 


Strickman 
and 
Columbia 


President 
Grayson Kirk were 


scheduled to appear today be- 
fore the Commerce subcommit- 
tee investigating progress to- 
ward development of safer cig- 
arettes. 


A panel of cancer researchers 


told the subcommittee Wednes- 
day the answer lies in part in 
filtration. Dr. George E. Moore, 
New York director of public 
health research, urged steps to 
cut the tar level of smoke to 15 
milligrams a cigarette. 


Under terms of the Strick- 


man-Columbia 
filter 
project, 


cigarettes using the new filter 
could not have a tar content of 
more than 10 milligrams. 


Columbia reported 
Wednes- 


day it Is negotiating with a doz- 
en tobacco companies for the 
marketing of the Strickman fil- 
ter. No company would have ex- 
clusive rights to the filter. 


Strickman claims his inven- 


tion could cut the tar and nico- 
tine content of cigarettes by 70 
per cent. The filter could be 
worth $200 million a year if 
purchased by cigarette manufac- 
turers, he said.

Football Leagues might be the 
greatest thing since the amalga- 
mation of Adam and Eve. 


But you can carry a good 


thing too far, and that is what 
Gillman possibly has done by 
scheduling 
three 
consecutive 


exhibition games with National 
League teams. 


"If the merger hadn't come 


about," Gillman said, "we as a 
club would have been dead, as- 
suming we followed the same 
policy." 


He referred to the Chargers' 


policy of not extending lucrative 
bonuses to college players who 
also had been drafted by the 
NFL. 


The Chargers failed to sign 


their high draft choices for two 
years, and they paid for it last 
year by skidding from the top of 
the Western Division to within 
one spot of the bottom. 


Came the merger and the 


common draft, 
however, and 


the Chargers 
started signing 


their draft choices again. They 
also scheduled those three Inter- 
league games with Detroit, Los 
Angeles and Pittsburgh. No oth- 
er AFL team scheduled more 
than two games with the NFL, 
and none on consecutive week- 
ends. 


Now their problem Is can they 


come out of those battles un- 
scathed enough to start the reg- 
ular season in competitive fash- 
ion? 


The answer could be no, and 


it could damage the Chargers' 
chances to climb back up the 
ladder. 


"We have to go all out in pre- 


season games," Gillman said, 
explaining his exhibition philos- 
ophy.

or whatever it is worth The 
Star adds its endorsement 
to the street-paving program 


on which a popular vote will be 
expedited, 
probably by mid- 


October, according to yester- 
day's announcement by the City 
of Hope. 


We endorsed the project when 


it was first disclosed, and re- 
peat that endorsement now de- 
spite some recent opposition. The 
opposition first appeared fol- 
lowing publication of the project 
map. 


Many people like myself had 


visualized a program covering 
virtually all the streets in town. 
But if we imagined this could be 
done all at once we grossly un- 
derestimated the cost. 


What the city government has 


come up with makes financial 
sense. It will start off with an 
artery system of eight major 
streets carrying the heaviest 
traffic flow from north to south 
and east to west. This was first 
brought out by the map's publi- 
cation—and some howls were 
heard. 


But if you want good street- 


paving you've got to make a 
start. You can't do it all at 
once, and it is reasonable 
to 


assume 
that improvement of 


other streets will follow the 
arterial 
system as finances 


allow. 


The problem calls for clear 


thinking and patience by the tax- 
payers 
and voters. Arkansas' 


system 
of paved highways now 


connecting every county seat 
wasn't achieved all at once. It 
was the product of a sound plan 
which extended the pavement dec- 
ade by decade. But the result 
you see today would never have 
been accomplished if there hadn't 
been a bold start with just a few 
arterial roads. 


The issue in October's street- 


paving referendum is simply "Do 
we'start?'Yes or No." 


The city government is putting 


the question up to the people, and 
if they vote "No" then the people 
will have precious little room to 
grumble over the sad state of 
Hope's streets. 


It's all local money—federal 


aid having been excluded, which 
means that construction costs 
will be reduced by the absence 
of federal interference. And the 
tax burden seems fairly distri- 
buted—a 5-mill tax on city pro- 
perty, plus a $5 license charge 
against automobile-owners. 


It looks like a fair deal, and 


this newspaper will back the pro- 
ject until the last vote is counted.

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No Give in 
China-British 
Relations

LONDON (AP) - Diplomatic 


relations between Britain and 
Red China have degenerated 
into a series of mutual stone- 
walling sessions, with the two 
governments waging a war of 
nerves over their most immedi- 
ate mutual Interest— the future 
of Hong Kong. 


The two envoys bearing the 


brunt 
of this are 
Britain's 


charge d'affaires in Peking, Don- 
ald C. Hopson, and Shen Ping, 
the Chinese charge in London. 


Hopson and three members of 


his staff were reported beaten 
by a mob which burned out the 
British Mission's building In 
Peking Tuesday night. The Brit- 
ish 
government 
immediately 


placed restrictions on Shen and 
his staff and told them they 
could not leave Britain without 
special permission. 


Britain recognized the Peking 


government shortly after Com- 
munist forces conquered the 
Chinese mainland in 1949. Brit- 
ish officials have long argued 
that some link with mainland 
China is better than none. 


They see no reason to revise 


that view even with the current 
state of almost no meaningful 
communication. 
China 
has 


spiced its notes with such terms 
as "Fascist dogs" for the Brit- 
ish, and the British have re- 
fused to accept the notes. 


Officials admit, "There is lit- 


tle else we can do with the sit- 
uation in China as it now Is."

LONDON — (NEA) — "Re- 


member the Queen Mary!" 
has become the battle cry of 
a hard core of Britons who are 
determined t h a t 
America 


shall not capture the 83,000- 
ton 
liner Queen Elizabeth 


when she comes up for sale 
next year. 


The Queen Mary was re- 


cently bought by Long Beach, 
Calif", for $3.5 million for use 
as a combined hotel and mari- 
time museum. Her sister ship, 
the 30-year-old Queen Eliza- 
beth, will likewise be knocked 
down to the highest bidder 
when she comes out of service 
in 1968. 


Both Queens are being re- 


placed by a smaller vessel, as 
yet unnamed but known only as 
the Q4, which will be launched 
by Her Majesty Queen Eliza- 
beth on Sept. 20. The new ship 
will be used for round-the- 
world winter cruises, as well 
as for the North Atlantic run. 


Meanwhile, news that at 


least two American syndi- 
cates arc interested in bid- 
ding for the Queen Elizabeth 
has set the armchair admirals 
to firing off salvos to The Lon- 
don Times. 


Better the Queen Elizabeth 


should be torpedoed than to 
suffer the fate of the Queen 
Mary, 
cry the A d m i r a l 


Blimps. (No amount of argu- 
ing can convince them that 
Long Beach does not intend 
to turn the Queen Mary into 
some sort of funfair exhibit.) 


However, to the suggestion 


that 
the 
Queen 
Elizabeth 


should be preserved as a na- 
tional monument the objec- 
tion is made that the British 
Isles are already 
cluttered 


with ships preserved for one 
reason or another. These in- 
clude Nelson's flagship, the 
Victory; Admiral Scott's Dis- 
covery, used in exploring the 
Antarctic;

Sark, one of the fastest of 
the old tea clippers. 


Others have suggested that 


the Queen Elizabeth be turn- 
ed into a hotel, or used as a 
floating school.

Elizabeth has even greater 
ties with America than the 
Queen Mary, for hundreds of 
thousands of American troops 
were transported to Europe 
in her during World War II. 


The Queen Elizabeth is a 


typical product of the aspirin 
age, having been christened 
at the height of the Munich 
crisis in September 1938. After 
war was declared, the govern- 
ment's chief concern was to 
get the Queen Elizabeth out of 
Britain, for the huge, unfin- 
ished liner would have made 
a perfect sitting target for 
Hitler's bombers. 


On March 2, 1940, the Queen 


Elizabeth, unarmed and es- 
corted, made a secret dash 
across the Atlantic to New 
York, the most daring maiden 
voyage in maritime history. 
For although the liner had 
sufficient speed to evade sub- 
marines, no one knew how 
her engines would perform; 
they had had none of the 
trials which usually precede 
the commissioning of a ship. 


During the war, the Queen 


Elizabeth, 
painted a drab 
!gray,v transported Common- 
wealth troops to the Middle 
East and 8th Army reinforce- 
ments to Africa. But mostly 
she was assigned to the Atlan- 
tic run. She made 31 voyages 
between England 
and New 


York from August 1942 to D- 
Day, 1945. Her troop-carrying 
capacity was increased to 15,- 
600, which meant that she 
could transport whole divis- 
ions at. a time. 


There were 
some 
close 


shaves, too. On Nov. 9, 1942. 
the Queen Elizabeth was out- 
ward-bound for New York with 
7,300 pasengers, mostly wom- 
en and children 
evacuees, 


when she was attacked by a 
German U-boat. All four tor- 
pedoes missed their target, 
thus 
averting 
what would 


have been one of the greatest 
tragedies in maritime history. 


At 
war's 
end, Winston 


Churchill paid tribute to the 
Queens who had "challenged 
the fury of Hitlerism in the 
Battle of the Atlantic." "At a 
speed never before realized in 
war, they carried over a mil- 
lion men to defend the liber- 
ties of civilization," he said. 


It is with Churchill's words 


in mind that many Britons ad- 
vocate scrapping the Queen 
Elizabeth after her last run. 
This would be a more fitting 
end for the old lady than to 
be turned into a peep-show, 
they argue. 


Her plate could be melted 


down and incorporated in the 
sinews of another ocean-going 
vessel. That way she could 
take to the sea again, and 
thus achieve a kind of im- 
mortality.

No Strain 
for Defense 
M eosure 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate moved quickly today to 
work out differences with the 
House on the nation's largest 
single appropriation in history, 
a $70.1 billion defense spending 
bill. 


The Senate overwhelmingly 


approved the bill Tuesday night, 
85 to 3, after turning back sev- 
eral attempts to trim the total 
and hearing that the Vietnam 
war may require additional bil- 
lions later. 


The Senate's final version was 


more than $1.45 billions less 
than 
President 
Johnson has 


asked and more than $162 mil- 
lion less than the House voted. 


Voting against the bill were 


Sens. Wayne Morse, D-Ore., Er- 
nest Gruening, D-Alaska, and 
Stephen M, Young, D-Ohio, op- 
ponents of Vietnam war policy. 


Shortly after passing the bill 


the Senate named Sen. John 
Stennis, D-Miss., the bill's floor 
manager, and a group of other 
senators to work out a compro- 
mise bill with the House. Sten- 
nis said the two groups would 
meet today.

sends the bill to the President 
include these Senate actions:

The Senators approved $11.9 


million to continue operation of 
45 B52 aircraft McNamara has 
wanted to drop from active 
service, and they rejected his 
request for $233.5 million to 
build five fast deployment logis- 
tic ships to serve as floating 
arsenals or 
supply centers. 


They also eliminated $67.6 mil- 
lion voted last year for two 
similar ships.

TULSA, Okla. (AP)- A $17.5 


million bond issue for construc- 
tion of port and industrial park 
facilities at the head of the $1.2 
billion Arkansas River naviga- 
tion project was approved Tues- 
day by Tulsa voters. 


Complete, unofficial returns 


from the city's 254 precincts 
gave the proposal 22,687 votes 
with 13,770 recorded against it. 
The port will be constructed on 
the Verdigris River at Catoosa, 
a small town three miles from 
the northeastern city limits of 
Tulsa, and will connect the oil 
capital with Mississippi River 
barge traffic when the Arkan- 
sas-Verdigris navigational chan- 
nel is completed in 1970. The 
Verdigris flows into the Arkan- 
sas River about 50 miles down- 
stream near Muskogee, Okla. 


Muskogee, Fort Smith, Ark., 


and Little Rock, Ark., already 
have voted funds for port con- 
struction.
